IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

A manual rotation of a "round" hair brush has certain significant disadvantages. It is time 
consuming. Furthermore, the hair brush has been removed from the user's hair after each 
rotation of the hair brush through approximately one-half (Vi) of a revolution. The next one-half 
(Vi) of a revolution of the hair brush has not then been at the position of the previous one-half (14)
